Ben Johnson, of the District of Colum- 
bia Committee, discussing today an 
attempt to enlarge the legal grounds 
fordlvoree in the district, said in part: 

"I have been a member of three leg- 
islative bodies— the Kentucky House 
of Repretcntativet. tbe Kentoeky btn- 
att and nntmber of Congress. I have 
never yet, in my entire lei^'isiative ea« 
perience, either directly or indirectly, 
sought to ttraagle a bill la eomntittee. 
1 tee, however, that aa attempt le to 
be made in tbe District of Columbia to 
enlarge the leijal ground for divorce. 

In tbe Capitol of this great nation 
there it hot oae eanea far abeelnte di- 
vorcOk aad that cause is adultery. Thia 
law should be the law of every state in 
this great union of states. Olvorcohae 
become a national curse. 

Now aa attempt It to be made to 
have Congress repeal thie most sacred 
law and enlarge the grounds for divorce. 
I wish to declare that I shall use to the 
fullest tJtttnt evf ry legislative function 
withia my rtaeh to prevent the repeal 
of this law id till- nation's Capitol. 

"Tlic law$i iu the L>istrict of Colum- 
bia relative to 'divorce from bed and 
board' are ample to meet every other 
contingency which may arise In the 
marital relation. If I accomplish noth- 
ing else in life, other ihau prevent the 
aatioo's Capitol from becoming a 'di- 
vorce mill,' my life, with all Us fail- 
ures, will have been to some adrantagt 
to my cooatry't heaor. "

Disciissinjr a >ul)jecl wliich presents various interesting phases. 
Banking Keforni, the official organ of the Mational Citizens' League, 
arges that the remedy for the greatest trouble in our national bank> 
inf and enrrenoy system iwill be found in the reformation of the pre- 
aant reserve -y-tim. -nying among other things: 

"There is no .secret alwut tliis system. Every one who knows 
anything about banking knows how it works and why. The banks 
that control this reserve money are thenistdves controlled by their 
directors and stockholders. I'lirough intcrlcx kitiL' .iicct orates and 
common stockholders the Ltauks are united. Thus a ^iuglo individual 
or a siagle group of individuals wiay eontrol a billion dollars of bank 
resources. This single group may therefore say who >hall not bor- 
row from this centmlizid fund, how it shall be u.sed and how it shall 
not be used. Whether this controlling interests does suy how ii slmll 
not be used is t^>esidc the tjuestion. The existence .of such g power is 
ei|ii!illy oliiKixio - wlictlicr it is tyrannical <>r heaevolcnt, whether it 
is a ilieuretieal lueimce or a practical danger. 

The investigation of the "Money Tmsf* is concerned with this 
monopoly of money -the centralization of hunk re^erves in New 
York. If the invcstiL'ation results in a wider dillu-ion (if knowlcdire 
as to ihu cuu.sfs of this ceuli°ali/ation it will not be in vain. Uecita- 
tion of the evils wrought by monopoly will be a mere by-product. 
Proof of tjraiinical acts and di»ciiiiiination in the Ieiidiii(r or use of 
these funds will Ik; interesting and in a way enli^ditenin;:. Denounc- 
ing the money luonopoly as the "Financial Maiia" is lirst rute rhetoric.

frame. If the hot-bed is to be porma- 

nent, the walls of this pit should be 
lined with brirk. stone or cement. 
When poHsllile. h;ive a shed or board 
feiire on tlie north side of the bed. 
It will take less manure tn heat the 
■oil. Put two feet of well mixed fresh 
hone manure ia the hol«, wet thor- 
oughly, and, tanp. If the ma- 
nure ia aet weU Uaved. the aoU wlU 
settle naevealy wkea the aaaare d» 
cays. 

Two-inch material makes a better 
and stronger frame and will last long- 
ed. The front of the frame should be 
six inches high, the back eighteen 
Inches. Put Ave Inches of dirt on the 
manure, preferably the richest soil 
yon eaa get Fill In around the frame 
with asBure aad earth aad put the 
coTcr on tho frame. 

Glass sashes are best for -eorers. 
Cloth may be used late In the season. 
The size of a sash Is three by six feet. 
The bed. then, should be six feet wide 
and as many times three feet long as 
desired. 

Tho temperature of the hot-bod will 
bo high at first Use a thermometer. 
WhsB the heat has fallen to 8S de- 
grees the seed may bo planted. Keep 

the bed well watered, but do not soak. 
Too much wator rots the manure too 
rapidly. He sure the bed is well ven- 
tilated. When gashes are used, they 
must be raised to let In the fresh air 
In nilld weattaor. Extra covers should 
bo profvlded tat cold days aad alghU.

A China in 1014 was unqiu'siloimljly 
(be greatest and richest empire of Us 
time. Tb« Manchos wera not a natld 
Mancba waa hardly mora than ipe 
iinme of a family, living In a Talley In 
n ri'Kliiii too little prosperous and/tOO 
fur out of tbo way for tlie great eiaplre 
to disturb or to know moeli abopt Its 
existoiico. 

Nooruincliu, Into wliose Rreat Jft \gno 
rant mind first entered the ap^rently 
Impossible idea of conqaerlng tha Chi- 
nes* anplre, dewrrn a pli^ce In history 
with Alasander, Caeaar juA Napoleon. 

In the tbirteenth century some refu- 
gees from northern China fled Into 
Mancliurla, viiore they tool?, or, rntlior, 
assumed tlio name of the Niuchc. 
There wos no nation; they were sim- 
.44|^lnaamarable snail clana or tribes 
at faiiiUss 

Om af these llttl* clana was that 

vlrhlch subsequently gave birth to Noor-. 
riMcbu. It occupied a small district on 
a stream about thirty miles oast of 
Mukden. 

How inslgniflcaut this little kingdom 
was may be seen from the chronicles 
which t»U oC the victory of Noocma- 
ehn's grandfatbsr, tba "empero*" Jlar 
dsoo, over' his enemies. This emperor 
ruled an empire which, says the Rev. 
John Uoss in his history of the Man- 
chus, consisted of "hIx little hamlets of 
probably a dozen or two families eacli 
surrounded by a wall nnd called a 
, city." To the west was a man called 
^fibwosaina, who, wltb bis nine power- 
fnl sons, was "the scoorg* of th* west" 
This tsrrlbl* rebel was Joined by Ha- 
boo and his seven sons, and this army 
of elgbteea t sr w rl s ad tiM whole re- 
gion. 

"But," says Uoss, following the chron- 
icles, "tbo emperor Jlngdsoo was wise, 
and his eldest son, Lldun, was brave." 
Lidun mustered all the forces of the 
kingdom, tiiaiahaa apUaat ttM MMmjr 
and compeUsd vtetaey war the sliMaaB 
robbers. 

"This victory s«>cured them five moun- 
tain pas.scs and 200 II of territory. This 
battle, so carefully related by their 
historians, who trace the rise of their 
kingdom to It, Is the best evidence as 
to the original slse of the Mancha king- | 
dom, and th* reaoorcss oC their ate ; 
*elties.' " 

His little wars with th* neighboring 

clans resulted in the formation of a { 
military confederacy, for none could j 
stand t>efore Nuunnachu. Finally, In : 
1618, he had daretf to invade the great 
empire to the south aixl discovered, 
probably to his Intense astoulatuueut. 
as did the Goths la Italy, that he was 
annihilated. 

Wherein Ming Dynasty Was Weak. 

Arrowing weakness of the Ming dy- 
nasty, wlihli had occupied the throne 
for more tliaii 200 years, was, of 
xourse, res|ioiisilile. The government 
■•Was so busy dealing with riots and re- 
bel ilous in its own bailiwick tb^t It 
tbougtat no more of an outbreak on 
'the northern frontier than we now 
would of a loeal atrlke la the state of 
Washington. Tat within twenty-slz 
years after Noomacha e t oBssd the 
Chinese frontier his grandson was 
made emperor la Peking. 

There wa.s ii wide awake general on 
the Manchurian frontier named Tlng- 
bl. who saw the dangers of the Mun- 
chu incursion and had by his own un- 
aided efforts saved TJaotnag province 
from then. But he wat aeoa rssMved, 
apd Yuen Ylng Tai. a man of letters. 
%rbo," says one historian, "bad never 
hoard a hliot tlii'd nor seen the flight of 
the Maucbu arrows," wus seut to take 
,hu piM* and dstMid tlM ostsMlro her* 
der. 

Moormachu liad not Intended to make 
an attack until be beard of this sub- 
stltottoa, but when be fboad that 
Tlngbl was bo longar to eppes* Moi 
be took th* fleld la Itll and was Ma 
flrst great victory. 

Meanwhile the south of China was 
aflume wltli ie\olt and the elTorts of 
the government wiie Hpent there and 
not on the uurtltern border. 

Id 1627 Cbuug CheuK, the lust of the 
Ohloese emperors, ascended the throne, 
and two years afterward caai* the 
most formidable a( all th* Maaeha hi- 
vasioos. This time the ICanchns ap- 
feared bafor* the walla of Faking, 
j v. For several months the Tartars wan- 
dered around the walls of Peking, nev- 
gr attempting to assail the city, barry-

Fate of the Imperial Ffinily. 
When It liecnme evident that nil w.ts 
lost the emperor summoned the mem- 
l)oni of his family and his servaats 
aiMiut hiai. fliled a goblet with wine 
and passed It around. He then told 
them tbat there was Bo hopa. and at 
his command the empress withdrew 
into her apartniciit and hanged her- 
self. When she was gone Chung 
Chong. looking fondly at liis flffoen- 
yearold djumhter. said. "Wliy were 
you horn of a f.illicr so nnfortunate 
an I am?" and. drawing his sword, 
slew her on the spot Be then killed 
all the other fUMal* ■w b a r a of his 
family.

foresight to cope with the Mauchus. 

Voomaebn's BnooMiar. 

Noornuu'hu's siiccossor was worthy 
of him. lie was 'J'ailsong or Tlenmlng, 
n brave and wlso ruler. In ](i3r> he us- 
burned the title of emperor of China. 

Taltsoug, liUe .Noorni.'K'hu, did not 
live to enter the promised luud. lie 
died la KMS. the year before tbe Anal 
victory. Before he died ha had vade 
his authority recognised ameag tbe 
Tartars to the borders of Japan. Ko- 
rea was his vassal uud Liaotung one 
of his province.s. 

But it was not the Manchus who end- 
ed the long struggle. It was the Chi- 
ne.se tliemsehes who delivered tl\elr 
country into tlie hands of the Tartars. 
They did It by means of their own di- 
visions, which ta ac hei saeh a point 
tbat In (he angry clamor the llancbus 
entered Peking alawMt unperceived 
The atorjr la a Hwage one. 

Tbe feebleneea of the Ming govern- 
ment had j;''own lo kucIi a piiint Iliat 
the bandit chiefs who were liarrying 
the south uud west had liLsoiiie tliu 
most powerful persons iu the klugdom. 

Such buccaneers as 81r Henry Mor- 
gau alak Into utter InslgnlAcance com- 
l>ared wUh thus* robbers, who thought 
no mors of capturing a city than Napo- 
leon would. ChauR Usien Chang, the 
uioHt ruthless of them all. Is remember- 
ed with horror to ihls da.v In Chins. 

But bis fuuie was destined tu be ex 
tingulsbed by that of a rob tier greater 
than himself— I.I 'Izn Cheng — who was 
tbe real cougueror uf the Mlug dy- 
nasty and tbe man who unwlttiagly In- 
iUiied tto kUncbus In PeUi«

for some means of flight, ascended 
Prospect- hill and hanged himself oo 
a tree. 

There waa one nian left who was 

capable of withstanding Li, and this 
was Wu San Kuol, an officer In com- 
mand of a little tra<'t along the Man- 
churian frontier. When I.l sent a 
force to attueli Idiu Wu perceived J hat 
be would be overwhelmed if lie fought 
alone, and be iuvlted the aid of the 
Mancbua. Tbey gave It: they swore 
friendship with him and Induced him 
to make bis man shave their heads in 
order that they mlgrht be distinguish- 
able from other Chinese. This was 
the origin uf tbe preseut custom of 

the sh.'iven bead and th* pIcMI amang 

Chinamen. 

While Li's men were attacking Wu. 
expecting an easy victory, the Tartars 
fell upon their faak. rrigbtoned at 
tbe unexpected attack, they gave way 
and fled, with Wu In such hot pursuit 
tbat none of Ii% infantry was aWa ta 
escape. 

LI tied to I'eklng. w here he ie\ enged 
himself by murdering all the members 
of Wu's household lu I'eklns. lie hud 
himself crowned emperor, but It was 
alt over. Poitjr dajs altar Ma •«b- 
quest of P*klng LI r*tr*atsd from tbe 
city, with W« stIU la fail chase. There 
was another battle aad Ii*a rala was 

completed. 

When Wu retniued lu the city he 
found his Maiicliii al!le:i in traiii|Ull 
possession They bad beuted Noor- 
machu's gruudsou, Bbuu Chih, on the 
throne, and as be was a mere boy, his 
unci*, Aaaa Wag«. m» aaOaf as re- 
gent 

How after this tbe Manchus arrogat- 
ed to themselves most of the honors of 
th<< empire and made the Chinese a 
bubjecc U well known. It is a story 
that has Just come lo uu end after 2.')U 
years.
